Instead of attwnptjing to reduce ex- 


pmses the present Eegia^oture is evi- 
dently determined toJoorjaase them. A 
bill has * already passed the House re- 
establishing the' offices of Engrossing, 
Enrolling and-Copying Clerks. This 
•will increase the number of regular i at- 
taches by eight. At a per diem of $7 
this will bo $56 jper day' or between 
three and four, thousand dollars per ses- 
sion. ' Towards the olose of th« session 
extra men will be put on, and paid by 
the folio, -which will swell the account 
several hundred dollars. During most 
of the session the Copying Clerks will 
give out the original bills to the State 
Printer, to save the -work of copying. 
The chiefs of the enrolling and engross- 
ing departments will not have one 
•week's work the first month, and as the 
session draws to a olose they will simply 
"boss" the assistants employed by the 
folio. In the early history of the State 
this work was done under the supervis- 
ion of the Secretary of State. About 
ten years ago these several offices were 
established, and the per diem of the oc- 
cupants fixed at $9 each, or $72 per 
day, making the expense $4,320 for 
each session. 
In addition to this must 


be added the usual allowance for so- 
called extra work at the olose of the 
session. The members who are the 
Chairmen of 
the committees under 


whose supervision this -work is per- 
formed, by attending to their duties, 
can save the State two or three thou- 
sands dollars. The.re-establishment of 
these offices, with even a per diem of $4 
to the officers, makes the cost twice as 
much ns it should be. The members of 
this Legislature have evidently started 
out with the idea of raking the Treas- 


ury.

THE CATT1E TIRADE. 


The Open Winter nun the 


Prospects. 


There is considerable anxiety among 


the extensive cattle owners of the Pa- 
cific Coast regarding the open Winter 
and non-appearance of snow in the 
mountains of south-eastern Oregon and 
northern Nevada in sufficient quantities 
to promote the growth of food for the 
immense herds of stock now ranging in 
that locality. It is feared that a contin' 
nation of the dry season may prove 
quite as disastrous to stock as the 
severe Winter of last year, in which 
thousands of cattle perished along the 
Humboldt and QuinnN rivers, in Nevada 


A San Francisco Chronicle reporter, 


in a, conversation, with Colonel James 
A. Hardin, ascertained .that although 
the present dry season is detrimental to 
the growth and progress of stock it is 
believed that, regardless of snow, tha 
rains of Marclr'will sufficiently advance 
the growth of hay and grain to place' 
cattle in excellent condition for ship 
ment to that city during the early 
Spring. Colonel Hardin, who is one of 
the largest cattlo-orners on this coast, 
stated that San Francisco is destined to 
become at an early period the great 
shipping point for beef cattle, as the 
demand here is equal to that of the 
Eastern market, and prices are constant- 
ly improving. Good beef cattle now 
command from 9 to 11 cents a pound 
net for the first class and 6 cents for 
second class, and this quotation is not 
expected to fall below 8 cents during the 
entire season. During 1SS2 about 70,- 
000 cattle were shipped to this city from 
Oregon and Nevada, and this number is 
likely 
to be augmented this year. 


Should the present danger to stock be 
removed and. the required amount of 
feed provided in the early spring, San 
Francisco is destined this season to 
rank first among the great cattle mar- 
kets of this country. The San Fran- 
cisco Post makes the annexed comments 
upon some of the statements contained 
in the above, It says: "A Nevada cattle 
man has been telling the Chronicle that 
thousands of cattle perished in Nevada 
and Oregon last Winter and that the 
weather 
prospects 
at 
present give 


ground for fears of equal lass this year. 
We do not like to dispute the word of 
oar contemporary's i»foimaut; but we 
are quite sure that his statement of the 
loss of cattle last year is an exaggera- 
tion, and that there is no ground for a 
fear that this season in Nevada and 
southern Oregon will be an exception- 
ally disastrous one for cattle. 
The 


losses in the section named have of late 
years beec reduced to a minimum, by 
the stock men storing hay ani feeding 
it when other feed fails. 
The cattle 


kings just about this time have a weak- 
ness for declaring that there are no 
cattle in the countiy and that what 
cattle there may be are suie to die be- 
fore Spring. This means a still higher 
price for beef."
